and proiHU'tionally shorter body ami the unnr broadly rounded apex 
of scutellum, wltich is not ed.i^ed w ith ochractMms as in specimens of 
the true (\ cofis^ficiUnris DalL The ;iutlior ot this last ^pecies ;:ives 
this (dmraetiU' in his diagnosis (List of the specinn^ns of hemipterous 
ins(H'ts in the collection of the J»ritish Museum. Part 1, ISol. j). iii\"»): 
^sSciitellum narrowly ediied with ytdlowish white at the apex." 

V. lltJeri Montand. dilfers also in the brownish spots on the connox-
